Governor  Dummer's  188th  Commencement 
exercises  closed  this  morning  with  an  address 
by  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips,  President  of 
the  Academy's  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the 
award  of  diplomas  to  sixty-six  members  of  the 
graduating  class.  Headmaster  Edward  W. 
Earaes,  in  awarding  the  prizes  for  the  school 
year,  announced  William  E.  Bridges  of  San- 
ford,  Maine,  as  winner  of  the  Master's  Prize. 

The  graduation  exercises  began  yesterday 
morning  with  the  presentation  of  the  Morse 
Flag,  highest  award  of  the  school  year,  to 
George  Edwards  McGregor,  Jr.  of  Haverhill. 
To  receive  this  prize  a  boy  must  have  made  a 
record  which,  in  all  respects,  meets  with  the 
highest  approval  of  the  faculty. 

After  the  presentation  of  the  Morse  Flag,  a 
Glee  Club  concert  took  place  in  the  new 
Alumni  Gymnasium  with  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager 
of  the  faculty  conducting.  William  L.  Bruni 
of  Ipswich  gave  three  violin  solos,  and  the 
Meistersingers  also  participated  in  the  concert. 
A  buffet  luncheon  was  then  served  on  the  lawn 
in  front  of  the  Mansion  House. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Governors'  varsity 
baseball  team  played  the  Belmont  Hill  School 
on  Morse  Field.  Following  this  game  tea  was 
served  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the  Mansion 
House. 

The  Commencement  Dinner  took  place  on 
Friday  evening  in  the  Alumni  Gymnasium. 
Dr.  Claude  Moore  Fuess,  Principal  Emeritus 
of  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  and  Trustee  of 
Governor  Dummer,  presided  on  this  occasion, 
and  the  speakers  of  the  evening  were  The  Rt.

Yesterday  the  Morse  Flag,  highest  award  of 
the  school  year.  w<as  presented  to  George  Ed- 
wards McGregor,  Jr.  of  Haverhill,  as  that 
senior  whose  record  in  all  respects  has  met 
with  the  highest  approval  of  the  faculty.  Ac- 
cording to  the  trust  established  by  the  late 
Rev.  Glenn  Tilley  Morse,  longtime  friend  and 
trustee  of  this  school,  a  new  flag  is  provided 
each  year  in  order  that  the  old  Hag  which  has 
flown  during  the  past  year  may  be  given  to 
one  member  of  the  graduating  class.  Together 
with  the  flag,  the  winner  is  awarded  a  gold 
medal. 

In  awarding  the  flag  this  year  Mr.  Eames 
commented:  '"President  of  the  Senior  Council, 
President  of  th?  senior  class,  George  is  the 
acknowledged  leader  of  the  student  body.  This 
boy's  success  both  in  scholarship  and  athletics 
is  owing  more  to  sustained  effort  than  to 
natural  ability.

In  making  this  award  Mr.  Eames 
said:  '"Bill  is  not  an  outstanding  athlete  and 
yet  in  one  year  he  has  won  his  place  as  a 
respected  and  acknowledged  leader  in  the 
school.  He  is  an  outstanding  student  and  a 
good  public  speaker,  but  it  is  rather  for  his 
unselfish  and  friendly  spirit  that  he  deserves 
the  Master's  Prize." 

The  Richard  Hawes  Francis  Scholarship,  in

COMMENCEMENT  DINNER 

HELD  IN  NEW  GYMNASIUM 


For  many  years  a  huge  tent  has  stood  on  the 
athletic  field  at  Commencement-time,  and  the 
arrival  of  the  workmen  to  erect  it  on  Thursday 
afternoon  was  the  first  sign  that  the  Com- 
mencement Exercises  were  beginning.  This 
year  the  tent  failed  to  make  its  appearance; 
instead  the  Commencement  Dinner  was  held 
in  the  new  Alumni  Gymnasium,  which  pro- 
vides sure  protection  against  rain,  wind,  and 
cold,  from  which  guests  in  the  tent  have  oc- 
casionally suffered. 

But  moving  the  dinner  to  the  gymnasium 
placed  a  definite  limit  on  the  number  who 
could  be  invited  and  made  it  impossible  to 
continue  the  tradition  of  a  community  dinner 
for  the  surrounding  towns. 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  former  guests  Mr. 
Eames  explained  the  reasons  for  the  move  and 
expressed  his  regret.  His  letter  concluded: 
''We  have  come  to  this  decision  slowly  and 
reluctantly,  because  it  means  that  owing 
to  limitations  of  space,  instead  of  having  a 
'community  dinner'  as  in  the  past,  we  can 
invite  only  the  'school  family'.  This  group 
includes  the  student  body  and  their  parents, 
the  present  trustees,  faculty  and  staff,  and 
special  guests  of  the  graduating  class. 


"Others  we  cannot  continue  to  invite  to  the 
Commencement  Dinner.  I  know  very  well 
that  this  group  includes  nearby  alumni, 
parents  of  alumni,  and  many  other  loyal 
and  devoted  friends — friends  of  my  own, 
of  the  faculty,  and  of  the  school.  For  this 
I  am  sincerely  sorry.  I  know  my  feeling  is 
shared  by  those  teachers  and  trustees  who 
have  helped  me  to  reach  this  difficult  de- 
cision." 

The  letter  ended  by  issuing  a  cordial  invita- 
tion to  the  former  guests  of  the  school  to  at- 
tend the  buffet  luncheon  on  Friday  and  all  the 
other  Commencement  exercises.
